WHEREAS, Judge George M. Marovich, the federal judge overseeing the consent decree has ordered the 
County to hire 250 additional correctional officers in FY2006 to staff the jail; and 
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WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has been advised by the Director of the Office of 
Budget and Management that it would cost $7,090,000 to hire 250 new Correctional Officers in FY2006 
to staff the jail; and

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

SUPPORTING THE SMART ACT 
(SUBSTANCE ABUSE MANAGEMENT ADDRESSING 
RECIDIVISM THROUGH TREATMENT) 

WHEREAS, the Illinois General Assembly is currently considering an amendment to Chapter 720 Act 
570 Sections 402 and 410 of the Illinois Compiled Statutes, titled the SMART Act, which will impact the 
services and operation of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, this amendment aims to reduce recidivism among low-level, nonviolent drug and 
prostitution offenders in Illinois by giving judges more discretion to use alternative sentencing; and 

WHEREAS, this amendment would take what are now Class 4 felonies for nonviolent drug offenses and 
change them to Class A misdemeanors allowing for sentencing to include probation with drug and mental 
health screenings, and participation in a drug school program; and 

WHEREAS, this amendment would allow for the first 5 prostitution convictions to result in supervision 
and mental health treatment; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Drug School program has been successful in achieving 
its goals of diverting appropriate drug offenders out of the overburdened Cook County criminal justice 
system, offering defendants education to improve the quality of their lives, and lowering the time and cost 
of disposing of such cases as opposed to traditional prosecution methods; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Drug School program has resulted in a reduction in 
prosecution costs of $2 million annually; and 

WHEREAS, 85% of the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Drug School program graduates do not have a 
drug arrest in the first three years after completion of the program; and 
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WHEREAS, the passage of the SMART Act would provide the opportunity for more defendants to 
benefit from the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Drug School program, decreasing the burden on the 
County’s criminal justice system and creating additional savings in prosecution costs; and 

WHEREAS, it is important to inform the Members of the General Assembly of the positions of the Cook 
County Board. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board supports the SMART Act and 
encourages its passage; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that suitable copies of this Resolution be delivered to Governor 
Blagojevich, Senate President Emil Jones, Jr., House Speaker Michael J. Madigan, and all Members of 
the Illinois General Assembly who represent Cook County, Illinois; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Resolution shall take effect on the date of its passage and 
approval.

and December 14, 2004 and January 18, 2006) is hereby amended to read as follows: 

The Cook County Board of Commissioners finds and declares: 

...(9) that the cr e ation reduction of a n e w - pron e rtv tax classification to the assessment level for 

Class 3 properties will encourage the preservation and retention of existing a f fordabl e 
rental housing units which is necessary and beneficial to the population of Cook County. 

Section 2. 

Real estate is divided into the following assessment classes: 

...Class 3: All improved real estate used for residential purposes which is not included in Class 2 or 

in Class 9, including a singl e room occupancy building r as d e fin e d h e r e in any other class . 


Section 3. 

The Assessor shall assess, and the Board of Appeals shall review assessments on real estate in the various 
classes at the following percentages of market value: 

...Class 3: 33% 26% . 30% 24% in tax year 2003 2006 . and 26% 22 % in tax year 200 4 2007. and 

20% in tax year 2008 and subsequent years 


Section 11. 

... The 2005 amendment to the Real Property Classification Ordinance concerning Class 3 shall be 
effective for the 2006 assessment year and subsequent years.

I am submitting for your approval an ordinance to amend the Taxpayers’ Interest Assurance 
Ordinance last amended on November 16, 1993. The proposed changes are the collaboration 
of the Office of the Chief Financial Officer, the Office of the County Treasurer and the 
County Auditor. The proposed changes will align the County with the collateralization 
requirements of other area governments, as well as enable the County to generate additional 
interest income on our deposits.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE 

COOK COUNTY TAXPAYERS’ INTEREST ASSURANCE ORDINANCE 
LAST AMENDED ON NOVEMBER 16,1993 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of government as defined in Article VII, Section 
6(a) of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, and as such may exercise any power and perform any 
function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, on March 5, 1991, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County adopted the "Cook County 
Taxpayers’ Interest Assurance Ordinance” directing all elected and appointed public officials of Cook 
County to invest public funds in their possession or for which they are custodians in interest-bearing 
accounts; and 

WHEREAS, the State Treasurer's Act gives the State Treasurer the authority to establish and administer 
the Illinois Public Treasurer's Investment Pool (IPTIP) to supplement and enhance the investment 
opportunities available to custodians of public funds for public agencies; and 

WHEREAS, the State Treasurer is given authority under the State Treasurer's Act to receive public funds 
from the custodian of such funds and serve as the custodian's fiscal agent for the purpose of holding and 
investing those funds; and 

WHEREAS, because of convenience, rate of return and overall security, it is in the best interest of Cook 
County to authorize participation in IPTIP; and 

WHEREAS. on November 16. 1993, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County desire to amend the 
"Cook County Taxpayers' Interest Assurance Ordinance" to authorize Cook County's participation in 
IPTIP: and 

WHEREAS, the primary objective in manauimz public funds is the prolection of principal: and 
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WHEREAS, collateralization of public funds by approved depositories through the pledging of securities 
is one wav to guarantee the safety of public deposits; and 

WHEREAS, the posting of collateral in excess of 102% results in a decrease in inte rest e arned on 
deposits; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County desire to amend the "Cook County Taxpayers' 
Interest Assurance Ordinance" to authoriz e— Cook County's participation in IPTIP; reduce the 
collateralization requirement from 110% to 102%, to define approved depositories and to establish a 
monitoring procedure. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Board of Commissioners of Cook County that the 
"Cook County Taxpayers' Interest Assurance Ordinance" shall be amended as follows: 

Section 1. This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the "Cook County Taxpayers' Interest 
Assurance Ordinance". 

Section 2. All elected and appointed public officials of Cook County are directed to invest public funds 
in their possession or for which they are custodians in interest-bearing accounts, except where prohibited 
by law or where for which compelling economic reasons do not justify the use of an interest-bearing 
account. If any public funds are not invested in an interest-bearing account, the elected or appointed 
public official shall certify in writing to the Chief Financial Officer and the County Auditor the reason 
that such funds have not been invested in an interest-bearing account. The Chief Financial Officer and 
the Countv Auditor will forward to the President of the County Board who, in turn, will forward to the 
Chairman of the Audit Committee the correspondence received from the elected or appointed officials 
indicating why public funds have not been invested in an interest-bearing account. On an annual basis, 
the Chief Financial Officer shall report to the Audit Committee a listing of all depository accounts 
including the department number, department name, name of account, depository institution, account 
number, account balance, average daily balance, authorized signers, interest rate and any explanation or 
certification for any non-interest bearing accounts. 

Section 3. The County Auditor shall report to the County Board as part of his an annual audit of the 
accounts of each elected and appointed public official (i) the nature and amount of all funds for which 
such certifications have been received from elected or appointed public officials, and (ii) the rates of 
return received by elected and appointed public officials on invested funds , and (iiO the average daily 
balance in the interest-bearing account in order to provide a benchmark against which to evaluate the rate 
of return the elected and appointed officials are earning on the funds. 

Section 4. Any public funds in the possession or custody of an elected or appointed public official may 
be invested in any financial institution approved from time to time by the County Board as a depository of 
public funds. The minimum requirements for any financial institution to be an approved depository for 
Comity funds shall include (if minimum capital requirement of $10 million, (ii) the institution must have 
been in operation for at least five years, (iiil located in Cook County, and (ivl meet regulatory 
reciuiremenl of the Community Reinvestment Act and not engage in predatory lending practices. No 
elected or appointed public official shall open any new account in an approved depository without 
reporting the opening of such account to the County Auditor and the Chief Financial Officer of the 
County within seven days of the opening of such account. 
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Section 5. Any elected or appointed public official who invests any public funds in any approved 
depository which are in excess of the insured limits of such depository shall require that such depository 
provide 110% at least 102% collateral e» or provide a surety bond in an amount of 102% on any funds in 
excess of the insured limit e d limit of such depository, except as provided in Section 6 of this Ordinance. 

Section 6. The Cook County Treasurer is authorized to make use of the Illinois Public Treasurer's 
Investment Pool (IPTIP), pursuant to 30 ILCS 235/2 (e) (1992), on a limited basis facilitate wire transfer 
of funds due and owing to Cook County payable by the State of Illinois. Such funds, as they become due 
to Cook County, may be invested by the Cook County Treasurer in the IPTIP for a period of time not to 
exceed ten calendar days. The collateral requirement on County funds invested by the County Treasurer 
in the IPTIP shall not be less than 102%. 

Whenever a public agency deposits any public funds in a financial institution, the public agency shall 
enter into an agreement with the financial institution requiring any funds not insured by the Federal 
Depository Insurance Comoration to be collateralized by securities, a letter of credit or mortgage backed 
securities in an amount equal to at least 102% of the market value of that amount of funds deposited 
exceeding the insurance limitation provided by the Federal Depository Insurance Corporation. The letter 
of credit must be issued by a financial institution that is rated “A” or better by at least two of the 
following rating agencies: Fitch. Moody's and Standard & Poor's. Mortgage backed securities used as 
collateral must be guaranteed by the Federal Home Loan Bank system, the Federal Home Loan Mortgage 
Corporation or the Federal National Mortgage Association. 

Section 7. Except as provided in Section 6 of this Ordinance, Cook County funds placed in the IPTIP 
shall be invested in the same manner, in the same types of investments and subject to the same limitations 
provided for the investment of funds in the State Treasury. 

Section 8. The Cook County Treasurer, the Chief Financial Officer of Cook County and the County 
Comptroller are authorized to execute on behalf of Cook County, an "Application and Agreement to 
Participate in the Illinois Public Treasurer's Investment Pool", the terms of which shall not be inconsistent 
with this Ordinance. 

Section 9. As used in this Ordinance, the term "public funds" shall mean current operating funds, special 
funds, interest and sinking funds, and funds of any kind or character belonging to or in the custody of any 
elected or appointed public official. The Countv Board may supersede the provisions of the Ordinance 
should the authorizing ordinance specify the permitted investments and with respect to similar hinds held 
in a fiduciary capacity pursuant to statute or specific ordinance. 

Section 10. This Ordinance shall be effective upon passage. 

Section 11. The amendments to this Ordinance shall be effective upon passage.

POLICY ON DOMESTIC AND SEXUAL VIOLENCE IN THE WORKPLACE 

WHEREAS, domestic and sexual violence affects everyone regardless of race, gender, sexual 
orientation, income, or age and occurs in all communities, destroying relationships, families, lives, and 
businesses; and 

WHEREAS, violence against women has been reported as a leading cause of physical injury to women. 
Such violence has a devastating impact on women’s physical and emotional health and financial security; 
and 

WHEREAS, victims of domestic and sexual violence and stalking face the threat of job loss and loss of 
health insurance as a result of the illegal acts of the perpetrators of violence; and 

WHEREAS, the workplace is one location where a batterer or a stalker can always find the victim; and 

WHEREAS, according to the U.S. Department of Justice, Bureau of Justice Statistics, women are the 
victims in 80% of rapes and sexual assaults that take place in the workplace, at least 29,000 acts of rape or 
sexual assault each year; and 

WHEREAS, according to the U.S. Department of Justice, Office of Justice Programs, approximately 
18,700 incidents of workplace violence are committed by a current or former spouse, partner, or 
boyffiend/girlfriend; and 
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WHEREAS, according to a 2005 poll conducted by the Corporate Alliance to End Partner Violence, 44% 
of employed adults reported that they personally experienced domestic violence’s effect in their 
workplaces and 64% of victims of domestic violence indicated that their ability to work was affected by 
the violence; and 

WHEREAS, psychological and social assessments document that women who have been raped or 
sexually assaulted report diminished work functioning, sometimes for up to 8 months after the attack; and 

WHEREAS, according to the Center for Disease Control, intimate partner violence victims lose a total of 
nearly 8 million days of paid work and nearly 5.6 million days of household productivity as a result of the 
violence; and 

WHEREAS, in 1998, recognizing the need to address the health, safety and economic security needs of 
County employees, Cook County adopted the forward thinking Cook County Domestic Violence 
Workplace Policy which, among other things, provides leave options for employees experiencing 
domestic violence; and 

WHEREAS, in 2003, the State of Illinois adopted the Illinois Victim’s Economic Security and Safety 
Act (VESSA) which provides employees who are victims of domestic or sexual violence, or who have a 
family or household member who are victims of domestic or sexual violence, with up to twelve weeks of 
unpaid leave; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County is covered by VESSA and the County Domestic Violence Workplace Policy 
should be updated to incorporate the requirements of VESSA. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that Cook County shall adopt the following revised Cook 
County Domestic Violence Workplace Policy: 

COOK COUNTY 

POLICY ON DOMESTIC AND SEXUAL VIOLENCE IN THE WORKPLACE 

I. PURPOSE 

The County is committed to promoting the health and safety of our employees. Violence is a leading 
cause of injury to women in this country. The purpose of this policy is to heighten awareness of 
domestic and sexual violence and to provide guidance for employees and management to address the 
occurrence of domestic and sexual violence and its effects in the Cook County workplace. 

II. DEFINITIONS 

A. Domestic or sexual violence: Domestic violence, sexual assault, or stalking. 

B. Domestic violence: Domestic violence includes acts or threats of violence or intimidation, 
not including acts of self defense, as defined in subdivision (3) of Section 103 of the Illinois 
Domestic Violence Act of 1986, or sexual assault, to the person or the person’s family or 
household member. 

C. Batterer, Perpetrator, or Abuser: The individual who commits an act of domestic or 
sexual violence as defined above. 

D. Batterer Intervention Programs: Programs for batterers that are designed to eliminate 
violence in intimate relationships, stop other forms of abusive behavior and increase victim 
safety. 
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E. Sexual Assault: Any conduct proscribed by the Criminal Code of 1961 in Sections 12-13, 
12-14, 12-14.1, 12-15, and 12-16. 

F. Stalking: Any conduct proscribed by the Criminal Code of 1961 in Sections 12-7.3 and 12- 
7.4. 

G. Survivor or Victim: The individual who is the subject of an act of domestic or sexual 
violence or who, with the exception of the batterer, perpetrator or abuser, has a family or 
household member who is the victim of domestic or sexual violence. 

H. VESSA: The Illinois Victim’s Economic Security and Safety Act of 2003, 820 ILCS 180 et 
seq. 

III. POLICY 

A. Early Intervention and Education Prevention Strategies 

1. It is the policy of Cook County to use early intervention and prevention strategies in 
order to avoid or minimize the occurrence and effects of domestic or sexual violence in 
the workplace. Cook County will provide available support, assistance, and reasonable 
accommodations, absent undue hardship, to employees who are survivors/victims of 
domestic or sexual violence. Support and reasonable accommodations may include: 
confidential means for coming forward for help, resource and referral information, 
additional security at the workplace, work schedule adjustments or leave necessary to 
obtain medical counseling or legal assistance, or workplace relocation if operations 
permit. Cook County will attempt to make written and referral information available in 
any language necessary. In all responses to domestic or sexual violence, Cook County 
will respect the confidentiality and autonomy of the adult survivor/victim to direct her 
or his own life, to the fullest extent permitted by law. 

2. Cook County will maintain, publish, and post in locations of high visibility, such as 
bulletin boards and break rooms, health/first aid offices, County phone directories, and 
online information data bases, a list of resources for survivors/victims and perpetrators 
of domestic or sexual violence, including but not limited to the Illinois Coalition 
Against Domestic Violence (217) 789-2830, the national domestic violence hotline 
number (800) 799-SAFE, the number to the Employee Assistance Program (312) 263- 
2747, and the phone numbers and descriptions of local domestic violence and sexual 
assault resources. Cook County will also post a notice prepared by the Illinois 
Department of Labor, summarizing the requirements of VESSA and information 
pertaining to filing of a charge. 

3. Cook County shall train and educate its employees and managers about domestic and 
sexual violence issues and this policy. This training and education may include: 

a. disseminating information in employee newsletters and other employee 
communication materials; 

b. providing training and resources to supervisors and human resources 
representatives to increase their awareness and ability to recognize domestic and 
sexual violence issues, to help them deal with the issues appropriately in the 
workplace and assist survivor/victims and/or abusers to access available services; 
and 
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c. incorporating information about domestic and sexual violence and the County 
policy into the County's new employee/new supervisor orientation programs. 

B. Leave Options for Employees Who are Survivors or Victims of Domestic or Sexual 
Violence or Who Have a Family or Household Member Who is the Victim of Domestic 
or Sexual Violence 

1. At times, an employee may need to be absent from work due to domestic or sexual 
violence. When determining leave options, employees, supervisors and managers shall 
comply with VESSA which allows, at minimum, a total of 12 unpaid work weeks of 
leave during any 12-month period. The actual length of time should be determined by 
the employee’s situation. Extended time beyond the 12 weeks guaranteed by VESSA 
shall be determined through collaboration with the employee, supervisor/manager, 
human resources representative, and union representative, where the employee is 
represented. Leave may be taken intermittently or on a reduced work schedule. 

2. Employees, supervisors, and managers are encouraged to first explore whether paid 
options can be arranged that will help the employee cope with a family violence 
situation without having to take a formal unpaid leave of absence. Depending on the 
circumstances, and provided operations permit, these options may include: arranging 
flexible work hours so that the employee can handle legal matters, court appearances, 
housing, and childcare issues; and permitting use of sick leave, annual leave, shared 
leave or compensatory time. 

C. Procedures for Employees with Performance Issues Related to Domestic or Sexual 
Violence 

While the employer retains the right to discipline employees for cause, Cook County 
recognizes that surviyors/victims of domestic or sexual violence may have performance or 
conduct problems such as chronic absenteeism or inability to concentrate as a result of the 
violence. When an employee subject to discipline confides that the job performance or 
conduct problem is caused by domestic or sexual violence, a referral for appropriate 
assistance should be offered to the employee. 

D. Discrimination and Retaliation Protection for Employees Who are Survivors/Victims of 
Domestic or Sexual Violence or Who Have a Family or Household Member Who is the 
Victim of Domestic or Sexual Violence 

1. In accordance with VESSA, Cook County shall not discriminate in the hiring process 
or, refuse to hire, discharge, or harass any prospective employee or employee, 
otherwise discriminate against any employee with respect to the compensation, terms, 
conditions, or privileges of employment, or retaliate against an employee in any fonn 
or manner because: (a) perceived to be or is a victim of domestic or sexual violence; 
(b) with the exception of the batterer, perpetrator or abuser, has participated in legal 
proceedings related to an incident of domestic or sexual violence of which the 
employee or a family or household member was a victim; or (c) if the workplace is 
disrupted or threatened by the action of a person whom the employee states has 
committed or threatened to commit domestic or sexual violence against the employee 
or the employee’s family or household member. 
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2. For purposes of this section, discrimination, with respect to the terms, conditions, or 
privileges of employment, includes the failure to make a reasonable accommodation, of 
an otherwise qualified individual, absent undue hardship, to the known limitations 
resulting from circumstances relating to being a survivor/victim of domestic or sexual 
violence or having a family or household member who is the victim of domestic or 
sexual violence. 

3. Reasonable accommodation may include leave options, adjustment to work schedules, 
additional security at the workplace, or workplace relocation if operations permit. In 
determining whether a reasonable accommodation would impose an undue hardship, 
factors to be considered include, but are not limited to, the nature and cost of the 
reasonable accommodation required, the overall financial resources of the facility 
involved in the provision of the reasonable accommodation and the impact to the 
operation of the department. 

E. Disciplinary Procedures for Employees Who Commit Acts or Threats of Domestic or 
Sexual Violence 

1. Cook County is committed to providing a workplace in which the perpetration of 
domestic or sexual violence is neither tolerated nor excused. Any physical assault or 
threat made by an employee while on Cook County premises, during working hours, or 
at a Cook County sponsored event is a serious violation of Cook County policy. This 
policy applies not only to acts against other employees, but to acts against all other 
persons. Employees found to have violated this policy will be subject to corrective or 
disciplinary action, up to and including discharge. 

2. Employees who are convicted of a crime of domestic or sexual violence may be subject 
to corrective or disciplinary action, up to and including discharge, when such action 
affects the work performance of the employee, affects normal operations of Cook 
County, or otherwise implicates County rules. 

F. Guidelines and Plan for Implementation 

The Cook County Bureau of Human Resources is charged with the development of 
guidelines, training programs and written educational materials consistent with the goals of 
this policy. These guidelines and other material shall be used to assist individual County 
departments and offices in implementation of this policy. In implementation of this policy, 
each County department and office shall have the flexibility to address its individual needs 
and concerns provided they comply with VESSA. All County department heads and 
employees shall render such aid and assistance as is required for implementation of this 
policy.

REFLECTION OF CHARLES H. SHAW 

WHEREAS, Almighty God in His infinite wisdom has called Charles H. Shaw from our midst; and 

WHEREAS, from glittering high-rises along Chicago's lakefront to the revitalization of one of its poorest 
neighborhoods, real estate developer Charles H. Shaw took risks and made a lasting mark on Chicago; 
and 

WHEREAS, "Stabilizing the inner cities is critical to continuing the way of life we've known," he said in 
a 1994 Tribune interview. "The broader society is more and more beginning to recognize that our 
destinies are interwoven and we'd better do something"; and 

WHEREAS, his imprint on the city stretched from 1968, with the controversial construction of Lake 
Point Tower adjacent to Navy Pier, through the massive renovation of the Chicago Hilton and Towers in 
1984, to the ongoing renovation of Homan Square in the North Lawndale neighborhood; and 
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WHEREAS, former Sears CEO Edward Brennan recruited Mr. Shaw in 1988 to help redevelop Homan 
Square, the company's 57-acre property that had sat vacant for years in the middle of the beleaguered 
North Lawndale neighborhood. "I knew that Charlie was a real estate expert, but with a little different 
vision than most," recalled Brennan. "It was a turning point in Charlie's career. It was a point where he 
was going to pull back from doing things in his own business to devoting more time to not-for-profit" 
endeavors”; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Shaw agreed to collaborate on the project, though he warned Brennan the development, 
which eventually would include several hundred residences, 1 million square feet of commercial space 
and a $30 million community center, would be difficult and would take years. Over time, it has gained 
national recognition as a model of urban revitalization; and 

WHEREAS, he said it was his obligation, and the obligation of the development community in general, 
to invigorate urban neighborhoods; and 

WHEREAS, Chairman of the Shaw Co., the developer began his career in an earlier partnership with Bill 
Hartnett. Their fledgling development company directed the construction of the two buildings that 
completed the United Nations Plaza in New York. That success, in turn, led to an opportunity to build 
what would become Lake Point Tower, now one of the most distinctive buildings on the city's lakefront. 
From its beginning, though, the development stirred public controversy over whether its massiveness was 
appropriate for its location; and 

WHEREAS, besides Lake Point Tower, Mr. Shaw oversaw dozens of other developments, including the 
44-story Museum Tower condominiums erected over the Museum of Modern Art in New York. Other 
projects included the Luther Village retirement community in Arlington Heights and the Northwestern 
University/Evanston Research Park; and 

WHEREAS, "Charles Shaw was a very public-spirited developer who cared about more than simply 
making money," he said in a statement. "In partnership with city government, he invested in 
neighborhoods that needed new development and gave working families the opportunity to obtain 
affordable housing. Chicago is a better city because of him"; and 

WHEREAS, "Homan Square, though it isn't finished, was a capstone for so many of the other things he 
did," Brennan said. "He knew there was still a lot more to do"; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Shaw, 72, of Winnetka, Illinois died Wednesday while visiting Snowmass, Colorado. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and the Members of the Board of 
Commissioners, on behalf of the more than five million residents of Cook County, do hereby extend our 
sincerest deepest condolences and most heartfelt sympathy to the family and many friends of Charles H.
